GOVERNOR BARTLETT. 
He Suffers Great Fain, but again Sleeps 
Quietly. 
Oakland, September Ilth—12:30 a. m.— 
Sinoe 10 o'clock the Governor has been 
suffering intensely from severe pains. Dur­ 
ing the paroxysms, which occur about 
every half hour and last for several min­ 
utes, he cries out most piteously. A bulle­ 
tin issued at midnight by Dr. Buckel gives 
his temperature as 100 ¿-5, pulse 128 and 
respiration 40. 
Oakland—2:30 o’clock a. m.—The Gov­ 
ernor’s condition has improved slightly. 
He fell asleep a few minutes after mid­ 
night and slept quietly for two hours. 
Though still unconscious, he appears to be 
free from the pains from which he suffered 
up to midnight: pulse 120, temperature 
100i, respiration 36. 
O akland —8 a. m. — Governor Bartlett 
still remains unconscious, though at mo­ 
ments he seems to be conscious and has 
occasional paroxysms of pain. Pulse 120, 
temperature 100 3-5. respiration 40. 
12:15 p.m.—The Governor is now sleep­ 
ing quietly, though much disturbed be­ 
tween 10 and II, when he had a fit of 
coughing. Temperature 102, pulse 128, 
respiration 40. He has not been conscious 
sine* 8 a. m. 
2 p. m.—The Governor has not been 
awake or conscious since 12 o'clock. He 
sleeps quietly and does not look distressed. 
His temperature has gone up steadily sinoe 
10 a. m. It is now 103 1-5. Respiration 
remains steadily at 40, and pulse 128. 
3 p. m.—The Governor’s general condition 
has not materially changed. 
4:30 p. m.—The Governor is still sleeping 
quietly, and is unconscious since 12 noon. 
His temperature rose steadily to 103. At 
2:30 it began to fall, and is now 102 2-5. 
His pulse and respiration remained stead­ 
ily at the same figures—pulse 128, respira- 
tiou 40. 
6 p. m.—The Governor remains still in an 
unoonscious sleep. His pulse and respira­ 
tion remain the same as at the last bul­ 
letin. 
8 p. m.—-No change, except his temper­ 
ature is slightly less. His pulse and respi­ 
ration are increasing frequently. Temper­ 
ature 102, pulse 135, respiration 45. 
10 p. a .—The Governor shows no signs 
of consciousness yet, but his breathing is 
more qniet and the expression more nat­ 
ural. Temperature 101 2-5, pulsé 120. res­ 
piration 44. 
M iDNiGirr—Governor Bartlett’s condition 
remains about the same as at 10 o’clock. 
Temperature 102 2-5, pulse 124, respiration 


Oakland, September 12th—2 a. m.— 
There has been no change in the Govern­ 
or’s condition since last report. 


LIEUT.-GOVERNOR WATERMAN. 
An A lleged Interview W ith Governor 
Bartlett’* Probable Successor. 
San Francisco, September Ilth.—Lieu­ 
tenant-Governor Waterman arrived from 
Oakland last night and is stopping at the 
Occidental Hotel. To several newspaper 
representatives who called upon him he 
excused himself, saying that he did not de­ 
sire to be interviewed. 
The Chronick, 
however, claims to have secured an inter­ 
view with hint, and publishes the result 
thereof, of which the following is an ex­ 
tract : 
“ As an earnest of my reluctance to suc­ 
ceed to the high office of Kxecutive of this 
State under the melancholy circumstances, 
and to refute those reports of indecent as­ 
sumption which have been preferred 
against me, I may mention that the Gov­ 
ernor’s brother, Columbus, wanted to turn 
over the office to me this morning in virtue 
of a provision of the Constitution which 
says that in case of the (kpvernor's sickness 
or inability to act, the functions of his 
office devolve upon the Lieutenant-Gov­ 
ernor. Although this pass is reached, I 
take advantage of there beiDg no pressing 
affairs of State to demand my action, and 
wish to see Washington Bartlett in the full 
tenure of his office to the last.” 
“As the Governor’s dissolution is only a 
question of hours, may I ask what will be 
your inaugural steps on assumption of the 
office.’’ 
“I am here now to await a decisive turn 
in affairs. If the call comes it will be my 
duty to take the oath of office, and then 
after paying last honors to my lamented 
chief, proceed to Sacramento.”’ 
“Can you give any intimation of your 
policy?” 
‘That I have not given the matter a 
thought is the only indication I can offer 
of the grief and concern I have felt at this 
sad state of affairs. I have, however, been 
requested by the dying man’s brother to 
appoint W. D. English and A. P. Williams, 
the Chairmen of the two State Committees 
of the Republican and Democratic parties, 
W. H. Jordan and Arthur Rodgers, who is 
named as the Governor’s executor, a com­ 
mittee to take charge of the funeral.” 


ANOTHER CHINATOWN GONE. 
The Chinese Quarter of Stockton Rurned 
—Rum ored Lose of Life. 
[Copyright, 1887, by the California Assodal. 1 Press.] 
Stockton, September 11th.—A fire broke 
out shortly after one o'clock this afternoon 
in a two-story brick house in the Chinese 
quarter of the city, and owing to the in­ 
flammable materials in the stores, spread 
rapidly, and the efforts of the fire depart­ 
ment were unavailing to quench it. The 
whole front of the south side of Washing­ 
ton street was soon enveloped in flames. 
Just east of the bumiDg block is situated 
the Agricultural Society’s new pavilion, 
and a northwesterly breeze prevailing the 
building was in great danger. At one time 
the roof caught fire but the building wat 
saved by the hard work of the firemen and 
citizens. 
The fire was kept confined to Chinatown 
Some other buildings caught fire but were 
saved. The Chinese storekeepers, nearly 
all of whom were insured, were reluclant 
to allow their goods to be taken front the 
buildings, so nearly everything was con­ 
sumed. A few Chinese lodgers saved their 
bedding and clothes. 
The progress of the fire was marked by 
the exploding of fire-crackers and bombs 
and the falling of brick walls. The esti- 
tpatcn loss to buildings is $17.000, fully 
covered by insurance. 
The stores and 
effects will probably aggregate $20.000, in­ 
sured for half the amount. Nothing is 
known as to the origin of the fire, bnt it is 
supposed to have been caused by China­ 
men smoking. 
It is reported that two Chinamen per­ 
ished in the flames, but this is not authen­ 
ticated. To-pight the ruins are still 
smoldering, and men are on watch. 
The removal of Chinatown from the cen­ 
ter of the city was recently agitated, and 
many think that this settles the question, 
and that it will not be rebuilt in the present 
location. People are generally disposed to 
regard the fire as a good thing. 


A SHATTERED FISHERMAN. 
Terrible Accident to a W ould be Olant 
Powder Angler. 
Taooma (W. T.), September 11th.—A ter­ 
rible accident occurred at Orting, sixteen 
miles from this city, on Friday. William 
Lee, a farmer, went to the Carbon river, 
about a mile distant from bis home, to fish 
for trout, intending to use in his operations 
giant powder that would be expmded be­ 
neath the water, thus killing the fish, which 
he could afterward gather. Mr. Lee did 


not understand just how to handle the 
dangerous explosive, and it seems he got 
the fuses too short, and while standing 
with a stick of the powder in either hand 
they exploded, tearing his hands and 
wrists into shreds and badly wounding 
him in various parts oflhe body, his legs ! 
being cruelly torn. Portions of the cloth ] 
Of his trousers were driven into the flesh i 
several inches. Nearly all the clothing j 
was tom from his person, and he was i The 
knocked down by the force of the explo­ 
sion. Both of his armi have been ampu­ 
tated between the wrist and elbow, but it 
is not believed that he will recover.

A DISASTER AVERTED. 
An Engineer's Nerve Prevents a Serious 
A ccident to a Train. 
Scisun, September 10th—The special 
train of Oakland Parlor, No. 50, which left 
Napa City this morning, homeward bound, 
and consisting of five Pullman sleepers 
with dining and kitchen cars attached, 
filled with the members of that Parlor and 
their guests, consisting of persons o.' both 
sexes, ran off the main track a little above 
the depot here, at 8 a. m , after turning in 
front the California Pacific track, in order 
to reach the main Benicia route. 
No one 
was hurt except the fireman, named Kd. 
Lake, who sprain'ed hiSankle in jumping 
from the cab. The engineer, Charles Orr, 
stuck to his post, reversing his engine, 
which prevented a serious calamity. Every­ 
thing except one car went off the track, 
the ground being plowed up for a distance 
of 500 feet. 
The cause of the accident is attributed to 
the coapling of the air-brake separating 
between tbe engine and kitchen car, thus 
allowing the air to escape. Had it not been 
for the great weight of the sleepers, the 
dining car, which was filled with ladies, 
would have capsized. The fireman was at­ 
tended to by Dr. M. J. Sullivan, of San 
Francisco, on board the train.

JERSEY’S SENSATION. 


Cold-Rloixled Butchery of a Journalist 
in M atamoros. 
S t. L ouis, September 11th.—A special 
from Matainoras (Mex.), says: It is re­ 
ported that the murder of Valeriano C. 
Altamirano, of K1 Faro, was committed by 
three policem en underorders from apromi- 
nent authority. The unfortunate editor 
had been at a ball at the house of Donna 
Hompasa Ochoa, which he left at 1:30 
o'clock, accompanied by Senor M oreelino 
Cardenas. 
At the corner of Brisa's 
pawn-shop tbe pair were stopDed by 
three policemen, who took Áltavní- 
rano to the corner of the India 
Bakery by force, where they attacked him 
and broke his skip! with a blow from a 
pistol. They then fired five shots into his 
body and stabbed him in the left fide, leav­ 
ing him stretched on his back dead. Four­ 
teen shots in all were fired at him by the 
policemen. Cardenas, who attempted to 
assist him was tired on twice and obliged 
to fly for his life. 
The affair has a very black look, as the 
murdered man was a stanch supporter of 
the Federal authorities, as against those of 
the city. 


Mr*. Ford A dheres Tenaciously to Her 
First Strange Story. 
1 Copyright, 1387, by Ote California Assoaatal Press.) 
Nkw Yokk, .September 11th.—[Special.] 
Mrs. Mary E. Ford, the woman whoclaims 
to have lost her three children in Jersey 
City August 31st, is still detained by the 
police, ostensibly as a witness against 
Henry Poindexter, the colored Pullman- 
car porter, who is under arrest for kidnap­ 
ing. She still sticks to her story, without 
wavering in the slightest from her original 
statements. When questioned by Chief of 
Police Murphy, in reference to the theory 
advanced by Chief Crowley, of San Fran­ 
cisco, as to her identity with the woman 
known as Johanna Brooks, alias Annie 
Butterfield, she refused to commit herself. 
“ I don’t know those parties,” was all she 
would say. 
The Brooks woman appeared at Denver. 
Col., in July last, and told a yarn about be­ 
ing detained in a cave by highwaymen un­ 
til she paid $40,000 ransom. A number of 
charitable people took an interest in her, 
and were swindled out of considerable 
money. 
“ I don’t say that Mrs Ford and Mrs. 
Brooks are the same person,” said Chief 
Murphy, “ but she certainly answers the 
description to the dot. We hold her as a 
witness so as to be on the safe side. Porter 
Poindexter has been imprisoned for a week. 
He is entitled to have a speedy examina­ 
tion. it would delay matters should Mrs. 
Ford disappear. At’the same time it is to 
be understood that all possible clews are 
being worked up to either recover the chil­ 
dren or disprove the woman's story. I be­ 
lieve the children are aboard the Red Star 
steamship Belgenland, now about due at 
Antwerp, if they exist at all.” 
Poindexter denies Mrs. Ford’s story. He 
claims that he never saw her on the train, 
and he took no children to Steupe’s restau­ 
rant on the morning of August 31st. 
While conversing with detective Close 
this evening Mrs. Ford stated that her 
missing trunk contained $2,000 in bank 
notes and nearly $1,500 in gold. ” I don’t 
care for the money,” said she. “ I would 
willingly lose as much more to get my 
children back again.” 
She occupies a comfortably-furnished 
room at Taylor’s Hotel, Jersey City, where 
she will remain until the entire mystery is 
cleared up.

September 11th—The World 
this morning gives a description of the con­ 
struction of the keel of the Scotch yacht 
Thistle, abont which the owners and de­ 
signers have been so mysterious as to arouse 
the interest of all yachtsmen. The measure­ 
ments were obtained in a singular manner. 
The JForW.t reporter and artist, with a 
snb-marine diver, sailed out in a small 
sloop to where the Thistle lay anchored on 
Thursday night. The sloop anchored close 
to the Scotch yacht, and notwithstanding 
the watch on the deck of the vessel, a line 
was made fast to her chain plate aud the 
diver then went down and pulled himself 
up to the yacht’s keel by the rope. He 
made two trips and succeeded in fully ob­ 
taining the cat of the keel. The general 
plan of the Thistle below water is much 
more like an American sloop than an Eng­ 
lish cutter. She has a great deal more bilge 
and is much more cut away torward than 
the Galatea. She is leaner at thegarboards 
than the American type, and has much 
more depth. In general aspects her mid­ 
ship sections are more than a suggestion of 
the Volunteer.

' BROTH OP A LAD.*' 
Twelve Policem en Fought by aTipperory- 
Youth Single-Handed. 
London, September 10th.—All was quiet 
throughout the night at Michelstown, the 
scene of yesterday’s rioting. All the per­ 
sons that attended yesterday's meeting have 
returned to their homes. Fifty-four con­ 
stables were injured to such an extent that 
physicians services were required, aud 150 
civilians were also injured. 
The police assert that the trouble was due 
to the Nationalist leaders shouting for tbe 
mob to hold together. The town to-day is 
quiet. The Nationalists are exultant over 
the good fiebt they made yesterday. 
A Tipperary boy broke through a square 
composed of twelve policemen, and fought 
them single-handed. The police finally 
overpowered him. but the mob madearush. 
and rescued him from his captois. 
The police paraded this morning. The 
majority of them wore bandages over the 
wounds they received yesterday. Fourteen 
policemen are in the hospital on account of 
the combat. 
Another person has died from the effect» 
of injuries received during the rioting yes­ 
terday at Mitchelstown. 


THE M irCHlXSTOH’.V RIOT. 
Two Additional Victim* of the On*laught 
of the Irish Police. 
Mitcuklstown (Ireland), September 11th. 
—The victims of the fight on Friday will 
be given a public funeral on Monday. It 
will be made the occasion of a great de­ 
monstration. 
The man Shinnick and the boy Casey 
are dying from tbe effect of the wounds 
they received on Friday. Casey’» ante- 
mortem deposition has ’ been taken. He 
states that he was standing near Shinnick, 
at one corner of the square, when the 
Chief Constable, O’Sullivan, came to a win­ 
dow of the barracks aud fired at him. Konr 
witnesses confirm this statement. 
The 
Nationalists say they have evidence to es­ 
tablish the identity of the policeman who 
shot Riordan. 
THE FRENCH ARMY. 
General Clermont’s Raw Recruits M ake 
a Fair .Showing of Proficiency. 
Paris, September 10th.—The mobiliza­ 
tion experiment necessitated tbe raising of 
the Seventeenth Army Corps from 10,009 
to 36,759 men, fully clothed, armed and 
equipped. The members of the reserves 
are of fine physique. The cavalry have a 
good physique, but the men lack a fir» 
seat, many having been thrown. The offi­ 
cers were somewhat bothered in handling 
a larger bodv of men than they were accus­ 
tomed to. The artillery movements were 
sluggish. Altogether, however, the ex­ 
periment inspires confidence in the army, 
the Southern Corps not being regarded as 
the best.

WEST INDIES. 
A Band or Filibusters Defeat a Force o f 
Cuban Holdiers. 
New O rleans, September 11th.—A spe­ 
cial from Kev West to the Timen Democrat 
Bays : While in ambu.sh some miles from 
Mantanzas, Thursday afiernoon, just after 
landing, the band of Cuban filibusters 
which left here recently were attacked by a 
detachment of 300 Spanish soldiers. The 
latter were repulsed, leaving three of their 
number dead and carrying off five who had 
been wounded by dynamite bombe thrown 
by the filibusters. Four of tbe Cubans 
were wounded, bnt not at all seriously, by 
shots from the soldiers. The filibusters- 
tben made their way into the interior and 
joined those who had preceded them.

was made a present of a bag of cream 
from the Bigelow farm. 
She told me, 
with the 
minuteness indispensible to 
the description 
of 
scientific proceed- 
ures, 
that 
the 
bag 
was of white 
cloth, of strong and firm material, and that 
the cream, of course, being from the Bige­ 
low farm, was of lovely richness, of the 
sort usually described as being “ thick 
enough to cut with a knife." 
She made 
the excavation in the ground, of the 
necessary size, and deposited her (Team 
and covered it up. After 24 hours she. un­ 
earthed it, and it was a ball of golden, hard, 
delicious butter, wanting only salt to make 
it perfect, and this she added with her 
own fair hands. 
There were no traces of 
butterm ilk;

A cross S iberia by Kail. 
. For many yeare a railroad across Sibe­ 
ria has been projected, and now, according 
to a semi-official announcement from St. 
Petersburg, the undertaking is really to lie 
begun. 
In view of the circumstances it is 
matter of surprise th at the work has been 
so long delayed. No great engineering diffi­ 
culties will be encountered,and the advan­ 
tages both military and commercial of rail­ 
road communication between the two ex­ 
tremities of the Russian Empire 
can 
scarcely be overestimated. 
If the road is 
built one of the last remaining citadels of 
ocean commerce will be invaded. A t pres­ 
ent the rich trade of the Pacific coast of 
Aflia_ is handled by shippers. 
But a trans­ 
continental railroad across Asia would 
prove a formidable competitor. Shang­ 
hai is about forty days from London 
by steamship schedule'tim e. 
By rail, 
through Siberia, this period would be 
shortened almost one-half. It is announced 
that the journey from St. Petersburg to 
Vladivostock will be made in fifteen days. 
From seven to ten days would be a liberal 
allowance of time in which to complete 
the trip from the English to the Chinese 
metropolis, so 
th at 
a 
very consider- 
erable saving of time would be made. 
The same would be true, also, of the entire 
trade of Japan with Europe, as Vladivo­ 
stock is as near to Japanese ports as is 
Shanghai. 
By railroad, therefore, passen­ 
gers and goods from London might be 
taken to Yokohama in twenty-five or thirty 
days, instead of forty-five or fifty, as now.

Then law shuts it within the 
prison, while the influence of evil*sat in 
motion during its years of liberty are hear­ 
ing fruit an hundredfold. 
Begin with the child whose unrighteous 
tendencies need the uprooting hand of 
wisdom and judgmeut. Let the training of 
the children of criminals be such as will 
counteract the evil inherent in them. 
Train the muscles to obey the will, and 
the will to recognize law. The Popular 
Srinux Monthly in a recent article, speaks 
of the value of physical training on the 
moral nature. ' 11.uppily, the valne of 
physical training for the production of 
sound bodies, aDd the value of sound bod­ 
ies for the indwelling of sound minds, is 
at last an acknowledged fact; but to recog­ 
nize the value of physical training because 
of its effect on moral nature is a view to 
which the world is only now awakening. 
“ The idea that laxly and mind work 
together, and that it cannot be well with 
the one if it is ill with the other, was a 
commonplace among the ancient Greeks; 
but for ;iges the truth was lost sight ofj and 
was indeed ; npplanted by the antagonist 
error that it we would cultivate and de­ 
velop the soul wc must oppress and dis­ 
honor the body. 
We are now working 
back to the Greek point of view; and, 
with the exact methods of modern science 
to aid us, may be expected to turn what­ 
ever of truth it contains to better ase 
than they did. The Greeks held, em- 
piraeally, that rhythm of sound and rhythm 
of motion—particularly simple, rhythms 
free from all Urarura —had a regularizing 
effect upon the thoughts and a moderating 
effect upon the passions. Now, this is pre­ 
cisely wiiat the average criminal nature most 
needs. The criminal is essentially a man 
who does not naturally act in unison with 
his fellow men—he is prone to strike dis­ 
cordant 
not —i — that [is, 
to 
perform 
irregular and lawless actions. This dispo­ 
sition is probably due in port to distrust 
of himself, arising from a secret conscious­ 
ness of deficiency. To such a man a well 
directed course of bodily exercise means, 
in the first place, the development of his 
physical organs and faculties; in the 
second place, a certain sense of power re­ 
sulting therefrom ; thirdly, a heightened 
self-respect and self-coufideuoe; fourthly, 
a sense of the value of method ; fifthly, a 
more regular flow of thought to more defi­ 
nite objects; and, sixthly, a certain devel­ 
op! men t of the social instinct arising from 
a generally improved bodily and intellect­ 
ual condition. 
“ It may be aeoepted as a general prin­ 
ciple that when a given result prove* very 
difficult, if not impossible, of attainment, 
wc are trying to take too big a step to get 
at it—that is, we are overlooking some in- j 
termediate stage or stages that have to be 
passed through before we can get at our j 
objective point. It is as if we wanted to , 
get upstairs ail atonoe, instead of proecod- I 
mg atop by step. 
Well, in regard to crim­ 
inals, we have preached at them in the ¡ 
effort to reach their spiritual nature; we j 
have set the schoolmaster on them in the i 
effort to arouse their dormant intellectual 
faculties ; now, at length, after abundant 
evidence as to how little either chaplain 
or schoolmaster can effect, we arc trying 
what the drill-master can doto mend their 
crooked ixxlies, to reform their sham­ 
bling gait, to fix the vacant or wandering 
eye, to infuse life, vigor and * snap ’ 
iuto spiritless frames; and at last it 
seems as if we were on the right 
track. After all, what did St. Paul tell us 
long ago? ‘First that which is natural’ 
(physical),‘then that which is spiritual.’ 
Well, without heeding him any more than 
the ancient Greeks, who, in this matter at 
least, were so wise, we have in the main 
been working, or trying to work, on the 
spiritual, leaving the natural to shift for 
itself, even when its defects have been 
most conspicuous, and when, owing to 
these defects, the spiritual has been almost 
non-existent. 
It is time to go back on our 
tracks and to see that we make things as 
right as we can in the natural region be­ 
fore we look for intellectual results or the 
peaceable fruits of righteousness. 
We 
seem already to see Science, the dee pi sed 
Cinderella, as Huxley says, scoring another 
triumph, and showing that, even for moral 
reform, its methods are worth more than 
all other modes of activity put together.”

A writer in Casseirs Magazine treats of 
an interesting subject interestingly as fol­ 
lows : 
Experience shows that of the women 
who do save a large number lose their lit­ 
tle stores. This is chiefly by investing 
them in concerns which promise large in­ 
terest. 
It cannot be too often repeated 
that large interest means risk. No com­ 
pany would go about offering high interest 
if it could get the money it needed for 
lean, and there are so many people with 
money to invest that any safe concern can 
get as much as it wants at a low rate. 
Even if the grand promises of bubble 
companies could be realized your interest 
would probably be gained by oppressing or 
defrauding others; 
But they seldom or 
never are realized, and it is a well-known 
fact that a very large proportion of their 
victims are women who, ignorant of busi­ 
ness, and weary of the lengthy process of 
adding little by little to their savings, 
hope to become rich all at once, and so 
grasp at the shadow to find that they have 
lost the substance. 
Again, do not be too kind to your rela­ 
tions. 
I do not say that you should be 
selfish or mean, but only prudent. Before 
lending money to be used in their busi­ 
ness, see that the business is a safe one; 
you may have the fullest confidence in the 
honest intentions of the borrower, but 
make sure that his «'.liability is also to be 
depended on. 
Many teachers give their 
savings to help in the education of their 
brothers. "Tlere, too, charity should be 
guided by prudence, 
ft is no true kind­ 
ness to help a stupid boy to a university 
education; you had much better help him 
in some other way. 
It is also bad for him 
to be allowed to take your savings without 
any recompense. 
In most ceses you had 
lieiter lend than give; the knowledge that he 
must repay you what he now spends out 
of his future earnings will help to keep 
him from extravagance.

THE OUTLOOK FOR SáCEAilENTO 


At no time in the history of the State 
has Sacramento 
and vicinity stood so 
fairly before the public, or commanded 
such just and broad attention. 
T hat for which the K ecord-IJnion has 
so many years contended, and only a few 
weeks ago predicted, for suburban Sacra­ 
mento and all the region contributing to 
this trade center, if the steps we urged 
upon the community were taken, appears 
to be upon the very threshold of realiza­ 
tion. 
The little 
(lurry or jack-knife 
swapping excitement 
in 
which 
the 
people 
engaged for a 
brief 
period, 
has gone by. 
But that section of the 
State immediately related to Sacramento 
is growing steadily and upon a substantial 
basis that promises the full development 
in which this journal has never for a 
moment lost faith, and which it has de­ 
clared, and believes to be w ithin the pos­ 
sibilities of the present. 
Land subdivision is going on with as 
much speed as there is reason to expect. 
Outside capitalists are coming this way to 
make investments, and values hold to a 
steady and true standard and which we 
have before taken occasion to define as 
“demand,” when we said recently; ‘‘How­ 
ever valuable intrinsically land may be— 
w hether for the value of its product as 
agricultural land, or for its value as space 
on the surface of the earth as for business 
or residence purposes—its steady, persistent 
and enduring value will depend upon the 
demand for it.” 
Sacramento, Placer, Yolo, Yuba, El Do­ 
rado, Amador and Solano counties, those 
most immediately related to this city, are 
filling up with precisely the population de­ 
sired. 
The lands reclaimed from idleness 
in these counties and our own, within the 
last three years, are of far greater area, in 
the aggregate, than is generally supposed- 
The capabilities we have so often pointed 
out of valley and foothill lands for fruit 
and vine culture have been more than con­ 
firmed by experience, and there is no longer 
any question entertained by home-seekers 
upon that point. 
In Sacramento county we have about 
220,000 acres of land not one-fourth de­ 
veloped, that, if brought nnder irrigation, 
w ill become as fruitful as the best lands in 
the State. 
From a local account in this 
issue it will be observed that a fourth 
movement of capital has begun in the 
m atter of utilizing the vast quantity of 
water that runs to waste by our doors, for 
th e purpose of irrigating these lands. 
W hether the present effort will prove suc­ 
cessful or not we do not know, but that 
within a very brief period water will be 
artificially supplied by some one or all of 
these companies to these lands, we have no 
sort of doubt. 
W hen that is done, or so 
soon as the positive assurance is given that 
it is to be done, Sacramento suburban 
lands will be rated among the most desir­ 
able in all this fruitful State. 
Large land­ 
holdings, already breaking up, will all 
subdivide of necessity; they cannot, in the 
nature of things, hold together. 
To the 
very gates of the city we shall soe every 
acre brought to the maximum of pro­ 
ductive capacity, and the whole section 
teem with a large and prosperous popula­ 
tion. 
The activity in outside lands in the vi­ 
cinity of Sacramento has been, we believe, 
of a genuine character, possessing as little 
of the clement of inflation as is possible 
in a formative period. 
But assuming that 
any one of the four capitalized ventures to 
bring water to Sacramento lands will suc­ 
ceed, there will result such substantial and 
uninflated advance in demand for lands in 
Sacramento county as the conservative 
and well-wishing desire ; an advance w ith­ 
out any of the factors of uncertainty. 
Such success wc believe will be attained, 
and that within a year’s time. 
W hoever will glance at the outline map 
we print on another page, to illustrate the 
subject, will see that Sacramento is a natu­ 
ral commercial center, and cannot escape, 
if it would, the future of a great city. On 
the subject of the centrality of the place? 
its advantages as a depot of supply, and its 
trade facilities, the R ecord-U nton has so 
often enlarged during the past fifteen 
years, and so frequently illustrated by sta­ 
tistical and other proofs, that it is not neces­ 
sary to recapitulate them now. The San 
Francisco Chronicle of yesterday, in edi­ 
torial comment upon “ Sacramento’s fu­ 
ture,” is convinced of the truth that it is 
one of great promise, and that we are 
about to enter upon a new era of prosperity 
and commercial importance. 
That, or any 
other journal, that dispassionately con­ 
siders the location of the city; its river and 
rail connections; the activity of railway 
builders in constructing feeders to the 
trunk lines that converge h ere; the great 
valley of which Sacramento is the natural 
ommercial center; its relation to the ún­ 
ase fruit-shipping interests of the coast; 


the remarkable ease with which it tan es­ 
tablish irrigation systems for its suburban 
lands; 
its contiguity to the immense 
quartz fields now being opened up in El 
Dorado, Amador, and Nevada; its geo­ 
graphical situation as related to mountain 
as well as valley development; the fer­ 
tility 
of 
its 
adjacent 
uplands and 
bottom lands; the great manufacturing 
railroad 
industry 
prosecuted 
in 
the 
city, and which, it is confidently believed, 
will be augmented by a hundred fold; 
must arrive at the conclusion reached by 
the journal named, when it predicts for 
this vicinity an immediate brilliant future, 
and extends such congratulation as th is: 
“ We shall rejoice over the progress of 
Sacramento as sincerely and heartily as 
her people will over the prosperity and 
advancement of San 
Francisco. 
W hat 
helps one must inevitably respond to the 
progress of the other.” 
W hether, as that journal believes, other 
lines of transportation are attracted to us 
or not, the rapid development of this sec­ 
tion will not for an instant he stayed. We 
believe colonization on a large scale will 
early begin here, and that the army of 
home-seekers from the less favored and the 
rigorous East—the advance guard of which 
has already spied out the land—will como 
to us now, and to stay. 
For those people, 
there is every reason to believe, have been 
convinced at last that Central and N orth­ 
ern California arc equally as desirable and 
inviting as other sections of the State 
which have been so persistently and suc­ 
cessfully lauded and advertised abroad. 
Contemporaneous with the growth of the 
vicinity of Sacramento must come increased 
population and 
industries in the city- 
proper. 
As we said only the other daj, 
growth means an additional demand for 
lands to bo cultivated and property to be 
actually occupied. 
It means additional 
space for warehouses and stores to accommo­ 
date the increase of commerce, an addi­ 
tional acreage for the increase of product­ 
ive capacity and industry.” There will be 
no notable growth of the rural communi" 
ties that will not be reflected in the in- 
•rcased importance of this city. 
Beth are 
now' assured.

F R U IT IN T H E EAST. 


F a llin g O ff in th e P e a c h S upply—T h e 
M a rk e t a L ittle D oll. 
C hicago, September 11th.—For the last 
week the m arket has been overcrowded 
with all varieties of home-grown fruits, 
causing fruit from California to sell con­ 
siderably lower than it would if the home 
produnt had been so plenty. There are so 
few peaches from the Pacific slope in m ar­ 
ket tbal no quotations are noted for them. 
Crapes show a decrease* in receipts during 
the last few days and prices ruled about 
steady for that fru it; a great many pears 
are arriving in soft order. Fully 1,900 bar­ 
rels of Northern Michigan Bartletts are on 
the market, overripe, and so soft as to be 
hardly salable. This stock is ranging very 
low, and a good deal will spoil by Monday. 
The market was rather dull yesterday for 
all kinds of frnit. The following prices 
were received for fruit in good condition: 
Beiirre Hardy and Clairgeau pears, $1 75 to 
$2 25 per box; Tokay grapes, in double 
crates, $2 25 to $2 50 and $2 to $2 26 for 
Muscats ; quince, $1 75 to $2 per box.

Nrw Y o rk, September 11th.—Eugene 
Kelly, the banker, who ia Miss Caldwell’s 
financial agent, says emphatically that there 
was no truth in the reports that ahe bad 
withdrawn her gift of *300,000 to the new 
Catholic University.

A n A p p rop riation o f 8 0 ,0 0 0 In ch es 
o f W ater from th e A m erican 
R iver for th a t Purpose. 


It begins to look as if irrigation for the 
up-lands of Sacramento will soon be an ac­ 
complished fact. It is greatly needed; the 
need is so great, and the demand from out­ 
side home-seekers so pressing for fruit and 
vine lands, that Sacramento cannot much 
longer delay marrying the water and the 
land. Engineer .Grunsky in his report to 
the Improvement Association stated that 
there are 225,000 acres of land in this 
county that need irrigation, and under it 
will prove of the highest value and invite 
the culture of every acre. He also reported 
that we have water in plenty, easy of ac­ 
cess and capable of delivery to the lands 
at such a cost as to make the project en­ 
tirely feasible. There have been, and is 
now before the public, three schemes to 
bring water to the plains. One is that of the 
Sacramento and Amador Canal Company, 
with its headquarters at Hill-Top; auother 
is the Natoraa W ater Company, which has 
water about Folsom ; a third is the El Do­ 
rado Water and Deep Gravel Company ot 
El Dorado county. 
There has been more or less of publicity 
given to the capacity of all these companies 
to supply the felt need. A fourth scheme 
is now advanced, and it comes from Sacra­ 
mento men, who declare that it is their 
settled determination to bring their plans 
to earliest possible fruition. Judge S. C. 
Denson is the attorney and representative 
of the new movement, and Albert Gallatin 
is the leading actor in it. The new movers 
recently posted theii claim to 80,000 inches 
of water, to be taken from the American 
river at any one of three points; 
one is 
just beiow the rapids at Folsom, one mile 
and a half below, and the third is a couple 
of miles still further down. At one of 
these points the necessary dam will be 
constructed, and a ditch led out to the 
dividing ridge or highest upland between 
the Cosumnes and the American, and con­ 
tinued thence upoc the ridge southwesterly 
as far as they can go, to supply the largest 
area of country. C. E. Grunsky is the en­ 
gineer, 
and 
will 
at 
once 
pro­ 
ceed to complete surveys—the prelim in­ 
ary surveys having already been made—of 
three routes for the canal. The selection 
of a route for construction will then be 
made, and will be determined upon the 
basis of cost, of the inducem ents held out 
by the people along the several routes, and 
the capability of supplying the largest pos­ 
sible area. 
The canal is to be fifty feet 
wide on 
top, with needed slope to a 
depth of seven feet. It is the purpose to 
supply for irrigation, and to give along the 
route water for stock and domestic pur­ 
poses. 
We have endeavored to ascertain what 
route Í3 deemed most lavorable by the 
projectors, but they frankly state that they 
will be largely influenced by the reception 
with which they meet, and will adopt the 
route where they receive the most sub­ 
stantia! encouragement, all other things 
being equal. The projectors declare that 
they 
ara 
in 
earnest, 
and t that 
if 
^hey 
meet 
with 
fair 
encouragement 
they will have the water upon the land as 
speedily as hum an energy and muscle can 
acoora; lish it. 
It is with them purely a 
business proposition of four factors; to de­ 
rive a fair levenue ftom the investment, 
and which is determined by rates fixed by 
the Supervisors, under the law ; second, to 
encourage the settlement of all lands in the 
county in small holdings; third, to answer 
the demand for fruit and vine lands near 
to the Sacramento market, and finally (o 
contribute to the business importance of 
Sacramento in which they are deeply in ­ 
terested. 
It is scarcely necessary to enlarge upon 
the importance of irrigation for Sacramento 
uplands. 
The benefits have 
been 
so 
often 
and 
elaborately 
set 
forth 
in 
these columns, 
that 
it 
is certainly 
not 
needed 
to 
recapitulate 
them 
now. They have not been more forcibly 
presented, or in a more straightforward 
and practical m anner recently, thsn in 
these columns over the signature of E. R. 
Ham ilton. The earnetncss and business 
positiveness and coolness of the projectors 
of th8 new scheme impress those who have 
inquired of them with their sincerity, and 
the hope to begin the dam construction 
during the present stage of low water in 
the river.

Latest Mall Advices by Steamer from 
China and Japan, 
S an F rancisco, September 11th.—(Spe­ 
cial.]—The steamer San Pablo arrived from 
China and Japan this morning, bringing 
Hongkong dates to August 18th and Yoko­ 
ham a to August 27th. 
A loan of $500,000 has been negotiated bv 
the Chinese Government with the Bank 
Comptoir des Compte for the use of the Im ­ 
perial household. 
The Viceroy at Canton has memorialized 
the throne, asking power to establish a sil­ 
ver coinage of the Mexican dollars, also 
copper coinage for the Empire, the coining 
to be worked for the pioht of the Canton 
Government on the first assays and in a 
m int to be established there. 
The Overland China Hail has the follow­ 
ing to say in reference to Count Mitkiewicz 
and the great Amcrican-Chinese syndicate 
regarding which so much has been nub- 
lished: “ The wonderful deeds of a Polish- 
Amerioan Count, who has induced the 
Chinese Government to join with an Amer­ 
ican syndicate in the establishment of a 
huge banking concern, and procure funds 
for railways, public works, telegraphs, tele­ 
phones, etc., have been the subject of much 
comment in northern China. 
It is under­ 
stood that the Chinese Government, in 
wiiatever agreements they may have made, 
have left abundant loop holes' in them bv 
which they may escape,if everything should 
not be as they expect.” 
The North China News, commenting on 
the concessions, says; ‘‘ It is the most 
astounding transaction, as regards magni­ 
tude, that has ever been made since this 
round world began. 
W hat the existing 
banks will say will Boon be heard in dolor­ 
ous chorus. Just now it appears as if the 
new American-Chinese linaucial institute 
will, like Aaron’s serpent, swallow all the 
rest.” 
The tone of the Chinese papers is one of 
envy, and it is believed the established 
banks will create and throw in the way of 
the new concern every possible difficulty. 
One Chinese paper gravely says ; “ The eld­ 
est son of W. II. Vanderbilt is to be the 
American President of the new bank.”

A CARD FROM “ S1LCRIASS.” 


M essrs. Rcllbron Respond to th e •• Bee’s” 
Assault Upon Them. 


Eds. R ico rp -U n io n : O ur attention has 
been called to the follow ing absurd article 
in S aturday’s B ee:

t h a t t h e O it y S t a n d S t i l l .—The progress ofthe 
boom brings out in offensive relief the measly 
propensities of the Silurians. 
T. D. Myers, the 
Oakland capitalist, w hoeam eto Sacram entóse 
an advanced boomer, prepared to spend money 
to improve the city, encountered an obstruction 
the other day. Mr. Myers found that the Odell 
tract, which he purchased, will not divide into 
uniform lots: on one side of it, and he endeav­ 
ored to straighten the lines by buying additional 
land. Mr. Sprague, who owns adjaeeut land 
consented to part w ith the required few acres 
at a fair price, $300 au acre. But it was neces­ 
sary to secure four acres, which unfortunately 
belonged to the Heilbrons. 
They first refused 
to sell ut all. tu t finally were lndnced to say 
th at they would let go of four acres at 8750 an 
acre, or 100 per cent, above the actual value of 
the land 
Of course, Mr. Myere refused, and 
the Heilbrons w ill be perm itted to retain their 
grip on their possessions. Fortunately they will 
not be given the satisfaction of thw arting My­ 
ers plan to build up that portion of the city, 
although it w ill doubtless be a sore disappoint­ 
m ent to them to see the procession move by 
them . Other people would douate the land, 
m uch less sell it at a fair valuation, when it 
is remembered that Myers proposes to build a 
street car line to the northern line of Hcilhron's 
land, to the great enhancem ent of its value. 
We at first thought it unnecessary, after 
living in Sacramento for over thirty-one 
years, and being known to almost every­ 
body, to pay any attention to it. 
But, 
there being a good many new-comers 
amongst us, we concluded to publish : 
1. Our side of the above assertion. 
2. To show the good people of this city 
how BILUR1AN-L1KK the Heilbrons have 
acted since their stay here. 
Some days ago Mr. Myers came to our 
office and introduced bim self as the gen­ 
tleman who bought the Odell tract, stating 
the object of his visit was to see if lie could 
buy a few acres of land from us adjacent to 
the Odell tra c t; enougli to square out his 
blocks ; perhaps four or five acres. 
When 
asked what the land would be worth to 
him, Mr. Myers said that Mr. Sprague had 
agreed to take at the rate ot $300 per acre 
I then told Mr. Myers to have the place 
staked off so that we could see what cut it 
would make into our land. After the third 
visit to the premises I found the stakes and 
saw that beginning at the northwest corner, 
with thirty-two feet it extended eastward 
in a triangular shape for about three blocks, 
making in all from about four and one-half 
to five acres. 
Returning to our office, I found Mr. L. 
White, agent for Mr. Myers, awaiting me, 
and I told Mr. W hite that the proposed 
block would leave our land in a very bad 
shape, and I considered it therefore, worth 
$3,000. 
The staked of! place being about 
the size of two full blocks, I considered it a 
very reasonable p-ice, as on the same day, 
we bought within a stone’s throw of that 
very spot one block, and paid $2,900 for it, 
or at the rate of nearly $1,000 an acre, with­ 
out any improvements included. We use 
our land for our business, it is therefore 
almost indispensable. 
If anybody wants 
to cut into it, at all kinds of angles, for 
speculative purposes, he aught not to be 
discouraged by being asked a reasonable 
price. 
As consistency ia a jewel, we would like 
to know what kind of a Silurian the Bee is 
going to call Mr. Myers, if he is offering 
his lots at the rate of $1,500, or $2,000 an 
acre? So much for our asking price, to 
which we never received an offer. 
We started in business on Third street 
between N and O on May 1, 1856; believ­ 
ing in the future of Sacramento we in­ 
vested almost every cent we could spare iu 
real estate ; we were never discouraged by 
either floods or fire. W hen others brought 
U. S. bonds or outside property to escape 
taxation, we invested here and paid as high 
as 71 per cent, taxes to help build our levees, 
etc. 
We first bought the property of the 
late Henry Miller, corner Third and O: 
also the block between Twenty-ninth ami 
Thirtieth, P and Q, when nobody else in­ 
vested that way. 
Silurian-like, we bought the Garwood 
building, on J etrcet between Fifth and 
Sixth in the flood-time, when almost half 
of our population left for other parts. 
We 
raised it to the high grade, and put in a 
modern lront. We bought the property of 
Charles Miller, southeast corner ot Seventh 
and O, removed the old building and put a 
modern dwelling in its place, and put down 
one of the first stone sidewalks, silurian- 
like. 
We bought the building on J street, be­ 
tween Second and Third, where our hard­ 
ware business and office is.

Took shares in the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road.

Hall.

Silnrian like, we took shares in the 
Woolen Mill*. 
Silnrian like, we took shares in the 
0-street Railroad. 
Silnrian like, we took shares in the Riv­ 
erside road. 
Silnrian like, we took shares in East 
Park. 
Silurian like, we paved 60 feet of J street 
with aspbaltum. 
Silurian like, we offered to J. O. Coleman, 
for the Improvement Association, $500 to­ 
wards filling China slongh. 
Silurian like, we offered Trustee Ryan 
$1,000 towards covering the Thirty-first 
street canal with a brick arch. 
The writer of this article also helped to 
pull the engines of our Volunteer Fire De­ 
partm ent through mud and dust from 
’56 to its 
disbandment. 
In fact there 
has 
been 
no movement of any con­ 
sequence for the welfare of this 
city 
where we have been found wanting. 
We 
are not in the habit of singing our own 
praises, but feeling somewhat grieved at 
the above slur, we hope to be pardoned for 
being somewhat lengthy and personal. 
In conclusion, we will state to the pro­ 
prietors oi the Bee that if they are in posi­ 
tion to advance the interests of this city 
more by being in possession of the Heil- 
bron property they can buy it. but we. 
would respectfully ask permission to re­ 
serve the right to name the price.

THE STATE FAIR. 


I t P ro m ises to be the B e st in tb e H istory 
o f the Society. 
The Thirty-fourth annual fair of the 
State Agricultural Soriety opens to-day in 
this city, and from present indications will 
surpass in extent and grandeur all previous 
attempts upon this coast. The State is more 
populous and has greater wealth at this 
time than at any time in the past. The re­ 
sources of this wonderful ” W estern Em ­ 
pire” is now a tracting the attention not 
only of our Eastern brethren but also that 
of the civilized countries of the world. 
Such being the case the people of Califor­ 
nia. irrespective of locality or sectional 
jealousiee, have brought together an exhibi­ 
tion of the products of the soil which as to 
variety, abundance and magnificent growths 
cannot be equaled by any half-dozen States 
in the Union, in fact it is a question if the 
entire Union east of the Rockies could even 
make a respectable approach to it. Califor­ 
nia is a veritable cornucopia, aud thosewho 
visit the State exposition building and 
examine tbe various county exhibits must 
adm it this fact. The exhibition building, 
immense 
though 
it 
is 
in 
size, will 
hardly hold the 
exhibite. The 
space 
is very evenly divided among the different 
industries. 
W hile 
California loves to 
boast of what the soil produces and the 
earth yields, of her immense growths of 
fruits and her millions of mineral treasure, 
yet she is aware of the fact that she holds 
a conspicuous position in the field of art. 
her painters and sculptors occupying front 
ranks. Their handiwork has a world-wide 
reputation, and a magnificent collection is 
on exhibition. The oil paintings are hun­ 
dreds in number, in size from one foot 
square up to two mammoth pieces by Nahl 
which are 10x14 feet. These pieces are the 
ones that for years hung in Lafayette 
Hall, on K street, 
and 
for 
which 
Mr. Hector, 
for 
whom 
they 
were 
painted, refused a standing offer of $5.000. 
One represents ascene”CrossiugthePlains.’: 
the characters being life size. The other is 
“ Saturday Night in the Mines.” 
These 
pictures never fail to attract the attention 
of every one. They are so realistic, that 
the pioneer who views them lives over 
again the memory of the days they re­ 
call. These two pictures are "hung up in 
the northern end of the art gallery twenty 
feet above the floor. 
Some ol the exhibits this year will sur­ 
pass anything heretofore put'upon exhibi­ 
tion in this city. 
That of Huntington, 
Hopkins A Co., which has been weeks in 
buildings is something on a grand scale. It 
is built entirely of hardware, and repre­ 
sents an ornamental pagoda with revolving 
turrets, on which are electric lamps that 
flash colored lights in every direction. 
The main tower is some thirty feet in hight 
and the architectural design most beautiful. 
In front of the structure,on a well-laid track, 
runs a locomotive and tender. The engine 
is a pertect model of one of the passenger 
locomotives, has bell, whistle, airbrake at­ 
tachments. etc., and is self-acting. 
The 
track is something over 40 feet in length, 
the locomotive acd tender 4 feet. 
The 
locomotive runs to the end of the track, 
the engine is reversed automatically and 
retraces its course, keeping up a constant 
going 
and 
coming, ringing 
of bells, 
whistling down btakes, etc. 
One of the most wonderful exhibits 
is 
made 
by J. E. Genung 
of 
this 
city—an immense pipe organ. This power­ 
ful and sweet-toned instrum ent is the work 
of Mr. Genung, a young Sacramento me­ 
chanic, a gentleman of rare mechanical 
skill, and a decided taste for music. This 
is the first attempt at pipe organ making 
upon this coast. A detailed description of 
this mam moth musical instrum ent "will be 
given in a later issue.

Out of th e 7,000,000 pores through which 
nearly two pounds of poisonous exhalation 
daily pass from the adult, come enough 
material in a short time to produce fatal 
and filthy diseases. 
An eminent physician 
hAS declared that “if the skin be moder­ 
ately active, three or four days suffice to 
form a layer which may be compared to a 
thin coating of varnish or sizing.” 
As this 
accumulation inereAscs and decomposition 
follows, it is not necessary to describe the 
result. 
W hat agencv but soap can remove 
it? 
Many good authoritiesdeclare that water 
alone is sufficient, except at rare intervals.

lungs. 
For this purpose almond oil,cocoa- 
nut, olive oil or vaseline are daily applied 
by the aid of vigorous rubbing. 
To all 
such treatment, and in most cases where 
inunction is not required, the daily appli­ 
cation of soaps is injurious. 
“ W hat uncleanly habits 1” some one ex­ 
claims. 
Not so. 
Plenty of soft water, a 
coarse wash rag, hand friction and a Turk­ 
ish toWel, with soap applied at rare inter­ 
vals, and the skin should retain the deli­ 
cate smoothness of an infant. 
Those milk 
baths indulged in by the ancient Roman 
Emperors and Empresses owed their emol­ 
lient properties to the oil contained in the 
milk. 
Every old nurse knows, too, that 
weakly children are sometimes injured by 
too frequent ablutions. 
Dry rubbing is 
often the safest opiate for a nervous little 
one, answering inanv of the purposes of 
soap. 
An eminent physician and scientist lately 
told me that he seldom used soap in his daily 
bath. 
“ It makes the skin dry, hard and 
harsh, and renders me much more liable to 
take cold through any changes of the 
weather,” said he. “A t the same time, no 
rule can he given for the soap. 
Some per­ 
sons secrete oil much more readily than 
others, and to such soap is more of a ne­ 
cessity,” and he spoke much upon the de­ 
sirability of using ?. pure soap or none at
